“AGO” HAS GREEN 
AND GOLD FEVER 


delaide-born Paul Agostino has been 

in Australian Soccer trailblazer ever 
since he began an overseas professional 
career before being chosen to represent 
his country at World Youth Cup squad 
level. 

That was back in 1993, when at 16 he 
departed our shores and West Adelaide to 
join Swiss first division club Berne Young 
Boys. 

Nine years and three other clubs later 
(Yverdon, Bristol City and 1860 Munich) 
Agostino is back home and hoping to play 
a significant role in helping Australia 
qualify for the World Cup finals. 

Agostino has been called into action 
for the Socceroos 16 times after making 
his senior squad debut, along with Harry 
Kewell, against Chile in 1996. 

The fleet-footed, high-flying striker 
brings a wealth of experience that only, 
nearly a decade of Buropean football can 
muster. 

He is thrilled to be in at the busi 
end of Australia’s World Cup campaign in 
company with fellow former Adelaide 
Shark, Stan Lazaridis and ex-Adelaide 
City men, John Aloisi and Tony Vidmar, 

Agostino, in fact, was so keen that he 
was the first of the overseas professionals 
to arrive when he quietly slipped into 
Adelaide three days ahead of his 
Socceroo colleagues. 

The former Salisbury United forward 
arrived carrying a knee injury, but that did 
not prevent him from working out at the 
Kidman Park Fitness Centre. 

“Tt (the injury) is nothing major, I 
should be okay for France, that’s if Frank 
(Farina) picks me,” Agostino said. 

The inflamed tendons condition has 
restricted Agostino’s appearances for 
1860 Munich during the past three weeks, 
but he still has burst the onion bag four 
times for his Bundesliga club this season, 

Agostino was a tender teenager when 
he transferred from West Adelaide to 
Young Boys for a $350,000 fee. 

He sprang into international promi- 
nence when he netted a debut hat-trick for 


the Australian Joey’s Under 17 team 
against Mexico in Italy during the World 
Cup finals of 1992. 

Further plaudits followed when he 
became the only Australian player to be 
chosen in the post tournament Mastercard 
All Star World 11, 

Still playing below his age group, 
Agostino progressed to the Socceroo 
Youth squad a year later when he scored 
an amazing diving header by hurling his 
body horizontally to connect with the ball 
in a World Cup quarter-final against 
‘Uruguay. < 

He started his habit of scoring on debut 
when, at 14, he played his first senior 
game for Salisbury United, coming off the 
bench for the final 10 minutes of a 
Federation Cup game and, in his own 
words, “Managed to score.” 

Then, in his first derby for West 
‘Adelaide against Adelaide City, Agostino 
accepted a pass from Raymond Blair to 
net the winning goal. 

Incredibly, the boy among men scored 
six goals in his first 12 NSL matches to 
transform struggling West Adelaide from 
a relegation candidate to a finals prospect. 

The former St Josephs School 
Kookaburra team kid has made a stunning 
progression to a Joey, a Youth Socceroo, 
an Olyroo and a Socceroo. 

Now, 26, Agostino is married to 
German girl, Monika and the happy cou- 
ple have a three month-old daughter, Mia 
Paulina. 

His Italian-born father, Nick, Scottish- 
born mother, Lee and Australian brother 
Rios, continue to supply a constant stream 
of support and encouragement as 
Agostino charges along his outstanding 
career path. 

His early arrival in Adelaide enabled 
him to enjoy, “One of Mum's home 
cooked meals and a day at the races with 
Dad.” 

Agostino has a key element missing 
from his sporting charter. “Playing the 
world champion (France) was great, but 
we're all here to try to qualify for the 
World Cup,” he said.

MAN FOR ALL 
SEASONS 


hen it comes to describing sport, 
ABC commentator Roger Wills is 
Versatility personified, * 
Modest to a fault, Wills prefers to lav- 
ish praise on sports people rather than talk 
about his achievements as a sports pre- 
senter on radio and television. 
It took two interviews and some 
exhaustive research before uncovering 
that Wills is one of the few, perhaps the 


only, man to-have broadcast all four foot- 
ball codes in Australia. 

‘A former Rugby Union player, 
Brisbane-bom Wills also spent time living 
in Sydney and Hobart before settling in 
Adelaide. 

His earlier nomadic existence exposed 
him to a variety of sports and he devel- 
oped an open-minded attitude to all vani- 
eties of contests. 

Apart from spanning the full football 
spectrum, Wills has broadcast internation- 
al cricket, basketball, netball, surf lifesay- 
ing, athletics and golf. 

His first call of a soccer game was in 
1971 when he joined the legendary 
Martin Royal behind the ABC radio 
microphones. 

When Channel 2 was granted the rights 
to screen NSL games in the 1988 season, 
Wills made his debut, commentating with 
Peter Gee. 

His first assignment was the St George- 
Adelaide City game and he presided over 
the memorable South Melbourne- 
Melbourne Croatia Grand Final which 
spilled into extra-time. 

Wills animatedly recalls calling the 
Australia-Argentina World Cup qualifier 
from the Sydney Football Stadium when 
the brothers Vidmar, Tony and Aurelio 
combined to score the equaliser against

Fees with predominantly 15 

year-olds, playing in the National 
Youth League is obyiously going to be 
tough. This is in effect the reserve grade 
competition for the NSL, with the best 18 
and 19 year-olds in the country, as well 
as up to three first-grade players. So why 
does the New South Wales Institute of 
Sport put its youngsters in such a 
demanding league? 

‘We've always done it’, says Head 
Coach, Kelly Cross, ‘and there’s no other 
competition that is hard enough for them, 
We have some of the best 15 and 16 year- 
olds in Australia, and playing in their own 
age-group is just too easy for them, They 
demand greater competition, and we 
believe what we do fast-tracks these play- 
ers to the highest level.’ 

Cross certainly has the experience to 
back up his views. He has been the Head 
Coach at NSWIS since mid-1997, was 
Assistant Coach for a year before that, and 
was the first NSW ITC coach in 1993 and 
1994. 

NSWIS will never win the National 
Youth League, and | doubt if we'll even 
make the semi-finals’, he adds, ‘we just 
have to educate people to judge these boys 
as individuals and remember how young 
they are, to see how well they perform in 
such a demanding competition,’ 


The Institute itself is judged on how 
many of its players progress to the 
Australian Under-17 Joeys, or the AIS 
Program, Eight NSWIS boys were selected 
for this year’s Joeys, and seven were part of 
the famous Australian squad that won the 
silver medal at the 1999 World Cup. Cross 
was Les Scheinflug’s Assistant throughout 
that World Cup campaign, so he had a first- 
hand look at young players progressing 
through the ranks, 

‘The NSWIS boys from the 1999 Joys 
were playing National Youth League at the 
age of 15 in 1997. The team finished third 
from bottom that season, but the experience 
the boys gained was a major reason they 
could match Brazil in the final, for exam- 
ple, or beat Germany 2-1 in the group 
stage.’ 

When you look at some of the players 
that haye progressed through Cross’s 
squad, you have to believe in what the pro- 
gram is doing. Harry Kewell, Brett 
Emerton, Archie Thompson and Paul Reid 
have all progressed to full Socceroo selec- 
tion; Gareth Edds (Nottingham Forest) and 
Luke Wilkshire (Middlesbrough) went on 
to Young Socceroo World Cup duty; Mark 
Byrnes(Vicenza) captained the 1999 Jocys, 
‘Shane Cansdell-Sherriff moved on toLeeds 
United, Jess Van Strattan went to Juventus 
(now on loan to Verona); Dylan Macalister 
is making his mark with the Olympic 
Sharks First Team; David Carney (Everton) 
and Matt Rosier (Southampton) moved 
overseas at the age of 17. 


‘There are many others, too, as well as 
the names that are yet to hit the headlines, 
such as Tallan Martin, Brett Holman and 
Brett Studman. 

But what about the current crop? “About 
75% of the squad are Under-15s, as these 
are the potential Joeys of 2003. The rest are 
Under-16s, and all of these ones are in line 
for AIS Scholarships next year.”

German coach Rudi Voller had 
promised-an all-or-nothing performance 
to make up for missing out in the group 
qualifiers to England after a 5-1 home 
thrashing in Munich two months ago. 

The away goal means Germany will 
reach the finals for she 15th time in 15 
attempts even if they only manage a 
goalless draw in the second leg. 

Voller was generally satisfied with his 
team’s showing. 

“I's only half time with 90 minutes 
eft but this is a result we can live with,” 
said Voller, who was a World Cup win- 
ner as a player in 1990 under Franz

earned them World, European and 
Confederation Cups in the last four years.

The Brazilian team was treated to 
‘an icy reception at the Rio de Janeiro 
and Sao Paulo airports after their 
3-1 shameful defeat to Bolivia. In 
case of failure tommorow in the

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clash with Venezuela, Brazil will be 
strained to into a play-off with 
Oceania qualifier Australia for the 
last World Cup spot. 

‘The team players alongside with 
their coaches seemed to be greatly 
disappointed at the airport, while 
Brazilian striker Denilson shared 
opinions on his team’s skepticism. 

“We know we face a difficult 
challenge against. Venezuela, 
because they're going to pack in 
their defense and try to pull out a 
draw in Sao Luis. 

“It’s difficult to say what hap- 
pened, especially since we didn’t 
play well. The altitude (11,803 feet 
above sea level) was a factor, but it’s 
no excuse,” said Denilson, 

Presently the Brazilian team is 
undertaking regular training in 
Teresopolis until next Tuesday, 
while the match is scheduled to be 
held in Sao Luis, the capital of the 
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Amazonian state of Maranhao. 

However although the defeat will 
deal another blow to Brazil’s 
already-shaken morale, manager 
Felipe Scolari’s team will still be 
favourites to take the fourth and final 
automatic qualifying spot from 
South America. 

With Ecuador and Paraguay join- 
ing already-qualified Argentina after 
earlier matches on the same day, 
only one automatic spot now 
remains from the region. That place 
will go to Brazil if they beat 
Venezuela at home in their final fix-

Salary 
cap looms 
in Serie A 


salary-capping system could be 

introduced to Italian football in 

an effort to cut mounting debt 
problems, 

Nearly all Seria A nd B clubs are in the 
red, and the game’s authorities are urgently 
secking away of addressing the crisis. Now 
a Football League assembly has backed a 
reform package aimed at reducing costs, 
according to Italian newspaper reports. 

Among other proposals likely to be 
voted on at a general assembly” of the 
League in December is the introduction of 
individual performance-related pay. 

A reduction in the number of teams rel- 
egated from Serie A and restrictions on 
transfers and the size of squads are: also 
under discussion, 

The issue of a salary cap was raised by 
AC Milan vice-president Adriano Galliani 
Jast season, and has been backed by Lazio 
chief Sergio Cragnott 

‘A four-man taskforce headed by 
Galliani proposed the introduction of a 
salary cap system for the 2002-2003 sea- 
son, According to the plan, clubs would, 
have to restrict their total spending on play 
ers’ salaries to the level of their incoming 
revenue. 

For the 2003-2004 season, the cap 
would be set at 80% of reventie, Clubs

The PFA argue that five percent is 
the figure they have received in 
broadcasting fees since the 1950s 
and that they need the money to help 
support retired players as well as 
those who fail to make the grade as 
professionals. 

Taylor said that of the 2,315 bal- 
lot. papers returned from players, 
2,290 were in favour of some form 
of stoppage. 

Rather than an all-out strike any 
industrial action is expected to result 
solely in a boycott of live televised 
matches, although as most games are 
broadcast in one form or another any 
strike could cover other fixtures. 

‘The Premier League maintain that 
the PFA do not need the extra money 
they are seeking as they do not spend 
all the money they currently receive 
and have large reserves. 

But Taylor has consistently 
denied this and said the vote showed 
that the players backed his view. 

“I'm absolutely delighted in the 
vote, which indicates the strength 
and solidarity of all the players 
through the divisions and confirms 
our belief that maintaining that a five 
percent share of television income is 
fair and equitable. 

The Premier League will not take 
any immediate action following the 
announcement of the ballot results. 

But. if they fail to agree an 
acceptable deal next week and the 
PFA press ahead with a strike, the 
Premier League will take out an 
injunction to prevent the action 
going ahead. 

The matter will then go to the 
High Court where a judge will 


decide whether such a strike is legit- 
imate. 

Many football clubs, as well as 
the Premier League, have argued 
that as they are the players’ employ- 
ers and are not in dispute with the 
PFA, any strike action would be ille- 
gal as it would constitute a breach of 
contract. 

The PFA’s last deal was for five 
percent and they are seeking the 
same figure again to fund their wel- 
fare and education. programmes: - 
around 25 million pounds (36 mil- 
lion dollars) from the Premier 
League. 

The Premier League originally 
offered between eight million 
poundsmillion dollars) and nine mil- 
lion pounds (13 million dollars), 
thoigh it is understood the latest 
offer on the table is for 2.5 percent of 
‘disposable TV income’ which 
would work out at around 10 million 
pounds (14.5 million dollars).
